He alleged that they were mar- 
ried June 10, 1875, st San Francisco, Cal,end three! 
Children were born to them, one of whom, Geo, H.W; 
Jones, is still living. He alleged still further that his 
wife represented herself to him as Cordelia Julick, a 
maiden lady, whereas in fact she was the wife of John 
Morrissey. The woman mentioned in this petition is 
well known in the cireus profession as Cordelia Wam- 
bold, bareback equestrienne and tight-rope dancer. 
It will be remembered that she filed a petition for 
divorce from Morrissey in Cincinnati, Hamilton 
County, Hamilton Common Pleas Court, and that 
John Morrissey was granted a divorce from ber on his 
cross petition, she failing to appear and prosecute her 
suit, It was after this that Geo. Jones herein men- 
tioned pleaded his suit for divorce. Now Mr. Jones 


alleges that she was married again in Cincinnati in 
spite of the fact that his suit for divorce has not yet 
been heard. He has been personally looking up the 
facts in regard thereto for‘use, it is supposed, in his suit 
for divorce. A Cincinnati Enquirer reporter looked at 
the marriage heense record in the Probate Court and 
there found that Richard Houden had been granted a 
license to marry “Delia Julick.” The license was 
issued ‘Dec. 9, 1884. The return by the minister on 
this license showed that Thomas J. Harris, pastor of 
Wesley Chapel, had married these same parties on Jan. 
4, 1885. The Christian name ot the woman is thecorrup- 
tion of the name of “Cordelia,” and Mr. Jones says that 
it is the same person as his wife, and that Richard Hou- 
den is the one-eyed porter at the Grand Central Depot. 
Mr. Jones arrested Madame Cordelia Feb. 28 on a 
charge ot adultery, and she was io jail for a few days. 
Nobody appearing against her,she was discharged 
after paying costs. She left town immediately, fearing 
to be arrested on the charge of bigamy. 


SHE KEPT HIM IN THE CELLAR. 


Recently the members of the Orthodox Church in 
West Roxbury, Mass., have been very busy consider- 
ing a very interesting and highly sensational matter. 
Some time ago charges were made by several ‘parties 
that a certain widow, a member of the church, had 
cruelly treated her husband during the latter years 
ot bis life; that she had kept bim in the cellar much

In spite of this, however, much 
to the disgust of the church members, the newspapers 
published full reports of the proceedings each morn- 
ng. The hearing closed Saturday night at twenty-five 
minutes past eleven o'clock, and the question was put 
to the audience as to the alleged offender being guilty 
of uncbristian conduct, untruthfulness and lack of 
care in attending to ber husband. She was adjudged 
guilty by a standing vote. The charges were then put 
separately, and they were sustained by about the 
same vote. She was sentenced to be suspended from 
the church for one year, and if she did not repent and 
make a written confession to the committee on or be- 
fore the year expired she was to be expelled from the 
church.

On the front steps they 
found a servant girl with Evans’ nine months’ old 
‘aby in her arms. On being questioned the girl stated 
that on arising, at the usual hour, she had found Mrs. 
|-Zvans’ bedroom door locked, but paid little atteation 
to the circumstance, supposing her mistress had gone 
‘to market. The girl, whose name is Mary Miller, 
spoke in a hesitating way, creating the impression 
that she knew more than she to tell,“and the 
-police determined to Investigate r. Captain 
McCaffrey mounted achair and peered over the tran- 
-sam into the bedroom. tothe door of which tbe party 
had been Jed by the servant. He saw a figure lying on 
the bed, but could not see the face. The girl then 
brought a key, the door was unlocked and the party 
entered. A ghastly spectacie met their gaze. 
Stretched on the bed lay Mrs. Evans, with a bullet 
through the brain. Alongside of her was the corpse of 
a man, also with a builet-hole throug) the temple. 





At sight of him the girl shrieked, “ That is not Mr. 
Evans !’' and so it proved. The dead man was found 
i60 de Caspar Wenger, a young grocery clerk. The 
‘bodies were partly covered by a sheet. Near the bed 
‘next.to the wall. was a chair, upon which were the 
"men's ~- _ Gothes. _ They were carefully arranged 
on the chair. and ‘his shoes and socks were beneath 
the bed. Upon examining the bed two pistols were 
found under the bolster. One was under the place 
where Wenger’s head. must-have laid, and the other 
was on the side of the woman. The one under Wen- 
wer’s head was a Colt’s seven-shot revolver, one of the 
old-fashioned make, with cap and ball. It was in- 
cased in a leather bolster. On examination one 
chamber was emfty, but it had been discharged some 
time ago, as the 1 was very rusty. The one 
found under the wotan’s head was a long navy Colt’s 
revolver, of the same make as the other. The pisto) 
was in abluecoarse woolen stocking, and all the cham- 
bers were found loaded. Underneath Wenger's clothes, 
lying on the chair, was another revolver. This was an 
Amanda seven-shot pistol, with all chambers loaded. 

While the investigation that disclosed these facts 
was being made, Evans, the husband of the dead 
woman, walked into the room. He is a member ot 
Farrell’s detective force, and is employed as a night 
watchman. Stepping to the side of the bed he pointed 
to the dead woman, and, in-an ordinary tone, ex- 
claimed, “That is my wife.” He was perfectly calm 
and collected,and appeared so unconcerned that he 
was promptly called upon tor an explanation. He 
said in substance that he came hone at his usual hour 
in the morning from work watching all nigbt and went 
to his wite’s bedroom. He saw her and a man lying 
on the bed dead, just as they were found. He picked 
his child up,.a baby nine months. old, and walked 
out, locking the door, leaving the key 1n the lock. He 
‘called the servant, Mamie Miller, and gave the child 
to her. drank a cup of coffee and went out. When 
asked if he knew the dead man he said he believed he 
was Caspar We 5 @ grocery clerk. Evans turther 
said that he bat-tntended to report the matter to the 
police, but first he wanted-to go to the detective office 

‘and get off tor the day : consequently he had not men- 
tioned to.a soul what he had scen. ; 

Captain Reynolds put Evans under arrest at once as 
the author of the crime and continued the investigation 
of the premises. Under the bed in the servant’s room 
was found the pistol with which the bloody deed had 
been committed. It was a 44-caliber Colt, with two 
chambers recently discharged. The bullets were taken 
from the heads of Mrs. Evans and Wenger and were 
found to fit exactly in this pistol, leaving no doubt as 
to its being the weapon employed. 

The servant girl was arrested as a party to the 
crime, and made a statement which induces the 
belief that she could tell the whole story if she would. 
She said that Wenger was in the habit ot visiting ber, 
and she regarded him as a lover and received his 
attentions. Notbing bad occurred to dispel this im- 
pression until a few mornings ago. At that time as 
she passed the window of Mrs. Evans’ bedroom, on 
her way to the front gate, sbe saw a man standing in 
the room. This man she recognized as Wenger. 
Although greatly shocked at tbe discovery, she 
had not diselosed the incident to a soul, fear keep 
ing her silent. The general theory is that the girl told 
Evans what she saw, urged thereto by a desire to be 
avenged on her recreant admirer, and that Evans 
thereupon setatrap for his wife and her paramour. 
Going home at an unusually early hour he entered his 
wite’s bedroom—the guilty couple had no knowledge 
of his presence—and steppiug up to the bedside he 
placed his revolver against the temple ot Wenger and 
fired, and then, betore the wife could awaken, the 
weapon was pressed to her head and the bullet 
crashed through the brain. Death was instantaneous 
in each case, the positions of the corpses showing that 
neither had stirred after receiving the wounds. 
Powder was blown in the faces of both Mrs. Evans 
and Wenger, and the pillow was blackened and 
scorched by it. 

After accomplishing his purpose Evans is supposed 
to have walked out of the room and thrown his pistol 
under the bed in the servant’s room. It is believed 
that the young woman was aroused by the shots, 
although she denies this, and that after enjoining 
silence upon her and locking the door of his wife's 
bedroom Evans left the house, reappearing while the 
examination of the premises was being made, as above 
related. Various explanations are given as to the 
presence of the revolvers under the pillows. One is 
that Evans placed them there to create the impression 
that his wife and Wenger had committed suicide. 
Another andthe more probable theory is that the 
guilty couple had armed themselves for defense in 
case of discovery. By common consent the revolver 
feund under Wenger's clothing 1s believed to have 
been placed there by him.

In 1861, Gen. MiddJeton came to Canada as major of 
the Twenty-ninth regiment, sent out here during the 
Trent afiair. ..fter serving for ten years on the staff 
of Gen. Wyndham, he left Canada on the withdrawal 
ofthe British troops. He then received the appoint- 
ment ofcommandant of the Royal Military College, 
where he had studied. In November last, just in time 
to prevent his retirement under the new rules from 
active service, he was appvinted tothe command of 
the militia of Canada on retirement of Gen. Lugard. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ALDERIA OUIMET.

The remainder, two hundred dollars each, to be put up on 
or before Wednesday, April 29, 1885, in the hands of final stake- 
holde:, Richard K. Fox. Either party failing to comply with 
above conditions forfeits all stakes or moneys deposited.

NEW YORK RULES ON. OOCK-FIGHTING. 

ARticLs 1.—The Pit shall bea circular pit, at ‘least eighteen 
feet in diameter and not less than sixteen inches: in height, the 
floor of which shall be covered with carpet er some other suitabic 
material. There shali be a chalk er other mark made as near as 
can bé to the center of the pit; there shall also be two outer marks 
which shall be one foot eacli way from the center mark. 

AnrLe 3.—The Pitters shall each choose one Judge, who shall 
choose a Referee. Said Judges shall decide all matters in dispute 
_ during the pendency of the fight, but in case of their inability to 
agtee, then it shall be the duty ef the Referee to decide, and his 
decision shali be final. 

Auricun 3.—Chickens shall take their age from the first day o. 
March, and shall be Chickens during the following Sghting season 
to wit :—from tlie first.day of March, 1864, to the first day of June, 
1865. 

ArrticLe 4.—I¢ shall be deemed foul for either of: the respective 
Pitters to pita Coek or Chicken with what is termeé a foul hackle 
—that is, any. of the feathers left whole on the mane or neck. 

Aeticte 5.—The Pitters shall let each other three or more times, 
but this is not to be construed that the Pitter of a Ceck has a right 
to bill with his opponent's Cock for the purpose of fatiguing him. 

Anticie 6.—Ne person shall be permitted to handle his Cock 
after he is fairly delivered in the Pit, unless he ts ten, clear 
and distinct, without either Cock making fight, or be fast in 
his adversary, or fast in the carpet, or hung in the web of the Pit, 
or in himeelf. 

AgticLe 7.—Any Cock that may get on his back, the Pitter 
thereof shall turn him off it, but not take him off the ground he is 
lying on. 

Anttots 8.—Whenever a Cock is fast in his adversary, the Pit- 
ter of the Cock the spurs are fast in shall draw them out, but the 
Pitter of a Cock has no right to draw out his own spur, except 
when fast in himself, or in the carpet, or in the wed of the Pit. 

Articie 9.—When either Pitter shall have counted ten tens suo- 
cessively; without the Cock refusing fight, makigg fight, again 
breasting them fair on their feet, breast to bresst and beak to 
beak, on the center score or mark on the fifth ten being told, and, 
also, on the ninth ten being told, shall have won thefight. The Pit- 
ters are bound to tell each ten as they count them as follows: 
once, ets. 
© Anticie 10.—No. Pitter, after. the Cocks have been delivered in 
the Pit, shall be permitted to clean their beaks er their eyes by 
blowing or otherwise, or of sqasesing his Cock, or pressing him 
against the floor during the pendegeay of a fight. 

Anricie 11.—When a Cock is pouméed, and no ‘person takes it 
until the Pitter counts twenty twioe, aad calis three times, “‘ Who 
takes it?” and no person does take it, it is a battle to the Cock the 
odds are on; but the Pitter of Sie peneded Cock has the right to 
have the pound put up, that is, tweity. dollars agaigst one; should 
this not be complied with, then the Pitter shall orem as tone 
there were no poundage. 

Arricis 13.—If a Cock is pounded and the poundage taken, and 
if the Cook the odds are laid against should 
his adversary, then ifthe other Cock is 
not taken before the Pitter counts twenty twice, and calls out, 
““Who takes it?’’ three times, he wins, although there was a 
poundage before. 

Anricis 13.—It shall be the duty of the respective Pitters to d+ 
liver their Cocks fair on their feet on the outer mari or score facing 
each other, and in a petition, except en the fifth ten 
being teld ; and, also,en theninth being wold, when they shall be 
placed en the center scpre, breast te breast and beak to beak, in 
likemananer. Any Pitter, being guilty of shoving his Cock across 
the acore, or ef pinching him, or using any other unfair means for 
the purpose of making his Coek fight, shall lose the fight. 

ArricLe 14.—If both Cocks fight together, and then if both 
should refuse until they are counted out, in such cases a fresh 
Cock is to be hoveled and breught into the Pit; and the Pitters are 
to toss for which Cook ts te:se¢-to first; he that wins the toss has 
the choice; then the one which is to set-to last, is to be taken 
up, but not carried off the Pit; “them the hoveled Cock is to be 
put down to the other and let fight whilst the Judges, or one o! 
them, shall count twenty, and the other, in like manner; and if 
one fight and the other refuse, i ig a battle to the fighting 
Cock ; but if both ‘ght, or both refuse, it is a drawn battle. 

AgricLe 15.—If beth -Cooks refuse fighting until four, five w 
more, or less tens are counted, the’ shall continue their 
count until one Cock has refased ten times; for when a Pitter 
begins to count, he counts for beth Cocks. 

Arricite 16.—If a Cock should die before they are counted out, 
if he fights last he wins the battle; this, however, is not to apply 
when his adversary is running away. 

Articte 17. The crewing or raising of the haekle of a Cock is 
not fight, nor is fighting at the Pitter’s hands. 

Articitgs 18.—A breaking Cock. is a fighting Cock ; 
breaking from his adversary is not fight. 

ArgricLe 19.—If any, dispute ayises between the Pitters on th- 
result of a fight, the Cocks are met to be taken off the Pit, nor 
the gaffs taken off until it is decided By the Judges or Referee. 

ARTICLE 20.—Each Cock, within two ounces ofeach other, shal! 
be a match, except blinkers; when fighting against two-ey<d 
Cocks, an allowance from three to five ounces shall be made ; when 
blinkers are matched against each other, the same rule to apply 2: 
to two-eyed Cocks. 

ARTICLE 21.—Any person fighting a Cock heavier than he is 
represented on the match list, shall lose the fight, although he 
may have won. 

ARTICLE 22.—In all cases of appeal, fighting ceases until th: 
Judges or the Referee give their decision, which shall be fina! 
and strictly to the question before them. 

ARTICLE 23.—When a bet is made, it cannot be declared of 
unless by consent of both parties ; all outside bets to go according 
to the main bet. 

ARTICLE 24.—Each Pitter when delivering his Cock on the 
score, shall take his hands off him as quickly as possible. 

Agricie 25.—Any person violating any of t he above rules, shal! 
be deemed to have lost the match.

The ory is for cheaper beer in the West. A 
prominent brewer of Cincinnati, in speaking of the 
war among the brewers, said recently: “I can’t say 
that war has already been declared, but I believe it is 
certain to be in a very few days, unless at least one or 
two brewers change their way. Our business has been 
very light of late. We have all felt confident of a re- 
turn of good times with the coming of spring, and 
knew that with warm weather with us business would 
boom. [can assure you it bas been very slow in ap- 
pearing, and some of the brewers, unable to bear the 
restraint, have began cutting. Within a day or two 
we have lost two or three patrons, simply because they 
could get beer cheaperthan we were turnishing it to 
them. Unless two or three breweries mend their 
wes, look out tur cheap beer.” 


‘The manufacture of alcohol from wood has 
become av important industry in many counties in 
Tennessee. Wood, when subjected to a heat of from 
400 degrees to 800 degrees, is resolved into cnarcoal, 
pyroligenous acid and bydro-carbon gases. The 
first of these products, carbon or charcoal, is 
a fixed fuel. The second of these products is 
pyroligenous acid. This acid is made up of 
crude acetic acid, wood spirit. creosote, tarry 
compounds and water. The third division of 


wood products is made up-of-uncondensable hydro- 


| carbon gases. These fixed gases constitute a very val- 
uable fuel. The propestion of these wodd prodacts is 
| about as follows: Chasooal, ene-quarter of the original 

weight of the wood; pyroligenous acid two-quartera, 
| and the uncondensed gases one-quarter. To illustrate : 
| A cord of fairly-seasoned wood weighs, say 4,000 
| pounds. This cord of wood, placed in a charring re- 
; ceptacle and subjected toa proper temperature for, say 
| five days, entirely disappears. In its place we have 
1,600 pounds of charcoal, 2,000 pounds of pyroligenous 

| acid, and 1,000 pounds of uncondensed gases. The ag- 
| gregate weight of these products is equal exactly to the 
original weight of the wuod. By the agency of heat 
the constituents of the wood have been dissociated, 
and the immediate recombination of-these constitu- 
ents results in the charcoal, the acid and the fixed 
gases. ;
